They expect the traffic burden 
and traffic fatalities to reach near­ 
record heights before the week­

that. 
In Chicago, the National Safety 
Council said that 450 deaths from 
traffic accidents across the coun­ 
try may be expected over the five 
days. Another agency said that 
13 of those deaths wiill be the 
result of night-time crashes in 
Pennsylvania atone. 
Cancel Leaves 
Lower Bucks County police offi­ 
cials cancelled regular days off 


and leaves for their men almost 
without exception. Every officer 
who can be spared will be on high­ 
way natroi. 
In addition, special cars wiill 
tour the main roads watching 
for speeders and warning drivers 
to be careful. 
The Pennsylvania Bureau of 
Traffic Safety will have ll spe­ 
cial cruisers on the streets, giant 
speedometers mounted on their 
roofs. Motorists will be able to 


check their own speed with that 
shown on the cruisers’ speedome­

Near Transit TV-A, two other 
artificial satellites, Greb III and 
Injun, whirled around earth to 
collect radiation information that 
will be useful In plotting trips into 
space by man himself. 
A stogie thunderous stroke by 
a two-stage Thor-Able-Star rocket 
fired at 12 23 a m. EDT swept the 
three satellites and an empty up­ 
per stage—-1,622 pounds of equip­ 
ment stamped “made to U.S.A." 
—toto a generally circular orbit 
estimated at 600 miles above 
earth.

—Marriage of the power of the 
atom to orbiting spacecraft Nu­ 
clear generators are lightweight 
and long-lived, and will be used 
to provide electricity for commu­ 
nications, navigation and military 
satellites that will have to remain 
in operation for years. 
—Proof that multiple satellites 
can be launched successfully with 
a single rocket.
